Tribe Transferred to Territory With 


More Dogs Than Hainan Beings. 


H Van V Smith, special disbursing 


offlcer for the Dawes commission, is 
off for Mississippi to bring back to the 
ndian Territory, another inatallment 
of indigent Mississippi Chocta«s un- 
der the act of congress providing for 
heir allotment, says Muakogee, I T 
dispatch to the Chicago Chronicle It 
baa been estimated by Mr Smith, that 
he will return with about 250 of the 
Indigent Cb.ict.aws this time 
The in- 


stallment first brought in from Mis- 
sissippi by Mr Smith consisted of 2G3 
Indians, and 264 dogs 
The dog part 


of the story is interesting 
Just be- 


fore the aboriglneea were loaded on 
the oars for their ride to the Indian 
territory, one old Indian who spoke 
some English approached the officer 
In charge and said- 


"Dog*" 
Mr Smith was busy am! did not 


reply 


"Take dog*" insisted the red man 
"Yes," leplled the officer, "take him 


along." 


A few hours later the train was lad- 


en with Indians and dogs-one dog 
for each Indian save one.

age are not at all an essential in the 
'business. 


The men who are on strike duty- 


need determination, of course.

the tracers of bank clerks, searchers 
for missing heirs and ahadowere of 
suspected husbands require only suf- 
ficient stamina to withstand snowy 
nights in wind-swept doorways, while 
th«- qualifications of a watcher of wed- 
ding presents or of a guard at * Fifth 
avenue reception resolve thejnsclves 
into an alert eye. a soft volo«> and ti 
manner irre*istable to maid* ami liut- 


V< nhie wan not. strictly speaking, a 


professional 
detective. That is, he 


had not Rone through 
the 
regular 


training required by most long *>*tab- 
llshcd firms. He was engaged in an 
outside busineM which took op n*»t 
of his tim* during the year, and thus 
belonged merely to toe uumHer of In- j 


differently successl'itl men who apply 
for 
temporary 
work as detectives 


while waiting for something else to 
turn up. 


These men call d;ty aTter day at 


the agency and are either assigned to 
a case of slight importance or are 
sent out as the side partner of mem 
hers Oi the permanent staff. 
V«srdu» 


was with one of the latter when he 
was killed. 


The permanent employes on th 


other hand are generally men who 
have been with the firm as office boys 
telephone boys and copiers of reports 
since th? ages of 17 or 18. They are 
generally the sons of clerks and art! 
esns. They 
are 
emphatically not 


dime-novel readers. The latter sup- 
ply a class of applicants who are a 
perennial source of trouble to agency 
managers. 


One managed recently to conceal his 


taste in literature sufficiently to get a 
trial. He was assigned to watch a 
business house in west Thirty-eighth 
street, the proprietor of which was 
suspected of being about 
to 
make 


away with some goods whose owner- 
ship was in dispute. 


About half an hour after the «.'m- 


bryo sleuth went out the managers' 
telephone bell rang violently. 


"I'm 
." squeaked the voice 


of the watched man, wrathfuHy. 
"A 


man who says he's a detective from 
your office has just been in here. He 
told me that he'd been sent up here 
to watch me. and that I'd better not 
try .any funny work with him. Now, 
I'd like to know what the devil," etc. 


The managers of a private detec- 


tive agency should never be at a loss. 
Tuis uii* rose to the situation. 


"You're the victim either of a crazy 


man or a blackmailer," this manager 
answered. "If he. comes back again 
I'd suggest that you have him locked 
tip." 


The sleuth never did come hack 


again. Neither did a young Irishman 
who passed muster because the man- 
ager was short of men and needed 
someone to help him Keep watch on a 
pier from wnich ba.es of good* were 
nightly disappearing. 


As employes on the pier were sus- 


pected the watchers secreted them- 
selves on a neighboring pier. Aiter 
several hours of staring through the 
darkness the Irishman's eyes grow 
tired and he got restless, 


"It's a searchlight we.otight to have, 


he finally whispered. 


"Sure," whispered back the man- 


ager, thinking It WAR n joke. 


"I hav« » inlnd for 
everything,' 


chucKeled the would-be thief-stalker, 
pulling out a buDVeye and striking a 


match. 


That promptly ended uis career as- 


a. sleuth. 


It utH'sn't take long to find on 


whether a young man is fitted for pri 
vate detective work. In fact, all thai 
is expected is earnestness, sobriet> 
and* ordinary common sense. 


"I could teach the business to an\ 


one but a born fool in six montns,' 
said an old hand, last wee*.. "We 
have a set of rules such as 'Never 
drink out of another man's flask or 
smoke one of his cigars,' and 'Never 
keep a memorandum after reporting 
it.' 


"Of course in this, as In 
every 


other business, men hav(> their spec- 
ialties. One man can keep a crowd 
of brick-throwing strikers off a front 
platform and yet can't spur 
up 
a 


boarding house keeper's memory as 
to events that happened fifteen years 
ago. 


"Another may have too weak lungs 


to stand a rainy night's watching in a 
Tenderloin areaway and yet can put 
on a dress suit, and say, 'Madam, 1 
understand that you have, not been in- 
vited to this ceremony 
and 
must 


henc§ escort you without disturbance 
to the door," with such a genteel front 
that the rest of the wedding guests 
think he's a foreign Count looking 
only for the great American rock. 


"Every firm, too, has its pet line. 


One handles strikes; anoUier, com- 
mercial cases. There's one house 
that does almost entirely a society 
function business, dresses its people 
up in glad rags and liveries and has 
women to assist the dressing room 
maid and see that no lady goea off 
with a sealskin cloak and leaves a 
rtgJan. 


"They guard the front stairs to see 


f the butler knows all the guests and 
the back Tairs to see that no bogus 
waiters or musicians ring tnemselves 
.n. If any one seems not to nave any 
riends in the room, first the servants 
and then the hostess are asked to 
dentify him or her. If they can't, ue 
lollow-chested, soft-voiced man gets 
n his work and there's never any 
scene of scandal." 


A eiass of detective work which few 
to; firm* care to handle is that con 
'iU'd with divorce suits. While the 


manager quoted at the beginning of 
this article was speaKing. a knock 
'anjf <'it t.<ir door, followed by the en- 
.ranee o* an assistant. Accross the 
.hrcahold waited a black-haired, red- 
chunked woman. 


As the o>an*fter saw nor he shook 


lla h«d. 


"You'll ievw guess what *he bad! 


the nerve to ask UK to do," he ex- 
d.-jinecl, when the whispered consul- 
tation was over and the aoor was 
closed again.

The same manager was asked what 


kept men in a business the glamor of 
which must obviously wear oft' in a 
fe.w years. 


"It's the good pay. steady work and 


fairly easy life," he said. "A good de- 
tective earns $C a day and expenses. 
Then a man can keep at it up to the 
time he's 
tit). Besides 
they 
ofteu 


graduate from us into being the con- 
fidential man of a corporation, the 
guard of a bank, or the special man 
of a hotel. As for the life, the strikes 
are the only trying feature. But we 
are not called in to break every strike, 
and while few of tne present genera- 
tion like to fight all the time, there are 
still some who aren't averse to a little 
fighting part of the time." 


Two popular notions which the man- 


ager was emphatic in declaring mis- 
taken were that private detectives 
wear disguises, and that they receive 
handsome presents as a reward for 
their services. 


"No detective is sufficiently con- 


spicuous in a city to need a disguise," 
he explained. "And in country cases 
we find it quite convenient to change 
our men frequently, as much to get 
several different views on the same 
matter as for any other reason. 


•' "As a matter of fact, although we 
unfortunately didn't do it in poor Ver- 
dun's case, WB generally hire a room 
near 
where the 
suspected 
person 


ives, and thug our watchers are rarely 
disturbed by the 'What are you hang- 
ng round for?' of officious bullies. 


"As for the gold cigarette cases and 


silver mounted
